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I , ~ ~ ~ , I the 5 Sub-Column of a Chinese Nationalist guerrilla unit 

ambushed approximately 180 Chinese Communist troops on the banks of the Min 
River ; about one mile south of Chenchiangteuan (N 32-19, E 103*45) • All the 
Chinese Communists, except for 25 men, were killed. There were no guerrilla 
casualties . 

February, the Nationalist guerrilla force went to Huang shengkuan (N 32-50. 
*103-35) where they killed YANG Ching-an (2799/2417/1344), chairman of the 
Chinese Communist Fanners' Association (CCFA), and MA Ching-hsien (7456/2417/6343) 
a member of the CCFA. YANG and MA had taken 13 heads of cattle and food supplies 
^omthe guerrilla group on 25 January. The cattle and supplies were retrieved 
by the guerrillas in the raid. 
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
